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Most victims 
are raped 


by aquaintances

A 21-year-old BCC freshman and her 
female roommate had invited a male 
friend to their apartment to watch some 
movies. The man shows up earlier than 
the woman’s roommate and starts 
being aggressive. He begins grabbing 
her and pushing her around, saying 
suggestive things. 

Before he can do much more, the 
woman’s roommate shows up and the 
man starts acting like a “‘nice guy” the 
woman recalled later. 

This type of situation is being found to 
happen more and more, especially on 
college campuses. In this particular 
situation, the aggressor was unable to 
get very far. Sometimes things can go 
much farther and the woman may 
become the victim of an acquaintance 
rape. 

Increasingly, women are forced to 
have sex against their will by someone 
they know—an acquaintance. He could 
be a casual friend, boyfriend or 
someone she is dating. 

Fifty to 75 percent of all rapes are 
cases in which the victim knows the 
rapist in some way, accurmne to a 
study by the National Center for the 
Prevention and Control of Rape. 
Ninety-two percent of adolescent rape 
victims were acquainted with their 
attackers, the report found. 

Joanne Thomas, youth outreach 
coordinator at the Boome County Rape 
and Abuse Crisis Center, said 
acquaintance rape has become very 
prevalent in colleges. She said that runs 
contrary to the popular belief that 
strangers wait in dark alleys to jump 
out and rape the next woman who 
comes along. 

She said most rapes occur when a 
woman is between the ages of 14 and 21. 

Thomas said the college setting 
makes women more vulnerable. They 
are away from home and put into: un- 
familiar social settings, along with 
being in the high risk age group. 

According to studies done by Julie K. 
Ehrhart and Bernice R. Sandler, staff 
associate and executive director of the 
Project on the Status and Education of 
Women, many young women are not 
quire sure how to handle their in- 
dependence. 

The study said college men become 
insecure because they also have new 
independence and think they need to 

rove themselves through sexual 

havior. 

The study said that alcohol and drugs 
involved in fraternity parties on college 
campuses make women more 
vulnerable and the situation makes 
rape more of a possibility. 

Thomas said in a rape situation, ‘‘the 
aggressor takes advantage of his 
familiarity to the woman. Since she 
knows him or has seen him before, such 
as in class, she considers him to be 
‘okay,’ and he knows this.” 

Thomas said one of the biggest 
problems in rape situations is often 
people don’t understand the real 
motives behind the aggressor’s reac- 
tions. 

She said men who rape are not doing 
it for sexual gratification or because 
they have an uncontrollable sexual 
desire for certain women. 

The need fo feel powerful is often a 
reason, she said. A man may feel 
inadequate in other ways so he uses sex 
to dominate and overpower his victim. 

Thomas said there are also cases

New Building gets mixed reviews 
from ‘gloomy’ to ‘awesome’

The opening of the new Applied 
Science and Technology Building has 
been met with mixed reviews by the 
students who frequent the long-awaited 
building. 

The building, which opened with the 
arrival of the spring semester, is 
devoted to students interested in the 
diverse field of Applied Technology, 
including computer and electronics 
studies. Comments from students about 
the appearance of the interior of the 
building range from “gloomy” to 
“awesome” to ‘“‘unique.”’ 

According to Laura Dodge, a second 
year chem-tech student, the building is 
“different, but most of the people I 
know don’t like the cinder block walls 
and the wasted space. It has a certain 
peaceful tranquility- about it, but the 
plainness of it makes it rather gloomy.” 

Lisa Rowe, on the other hand, was 
somewhat more enthusiastic. ‘I love 
the classrooms and the way they are 
laid out, and I really like the computer 
labs,” Rowe said. “I do think it will 
take awhile to get used to the 
catacombs down in the basement 
edi I also think the flag was a nice 
touc! yet 


Rowe was referring to the enormous 
American flag that hangs from the 
céiling of the vast main lobby. The 
lobby comprises most of the main floor 
of the building. Upon entrance the 
visitor is led down a long, dark corridor 
that extends into a large open area, 
with stairs that lead to the second floor 
and allow visibility throughout the 
lobby. 

The expanse of open space was seen 
as a ‘‘waste’’ and was cause for concern 
to ee Arts student Travis Crom- 
well. 

“Tt seems to me all this open area is 
impractical since it will take more 
energy to heat the whole thing,’’ he 
said. ‘If they were going to make the 
building so damn big they should have 
put more classrooms in it instead of 
making it into an artificial Grand 
Canyon.” 

Gary Kohut, a newly assigned 
technical assistant, relates well to the 
building since he began his new job in 
January, the same time the building 
opened. “It is nice to be some place 
new, instead of some place someone 
else has been using.’’ His job is to help 
with any difficulties that might arise 
concerning the mass amounts of

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Lack of funds 
halt plans for 


renovation

A proposal to bring the BCC Child 
Care Center on campus and consolidate 
student activities in Titchener Hall is in 
limbo after money to renovate Tit- 
chener was not included in the 
alee proposed capital projects 

udget 


dget. 

BCC had requested $1.1 million in 
state funds that would have been 
matched by Broome County to.pay for 
the renovations. However, Gov. Mario 
Cuomo did not include the money in his 


February 11, 1987 


- proposed budget released last week. 


College officials still hope state 
legislators will restore the money in 
this year’s state budget. 

In the meantime, BCC officials said 
they are unsure what effect the lack of 
funds will have on plans to shuffle 
several college offices and the child 
care center. 

“We're not sure of the time table,” 
Nelson F. Eshleman, assistant to the 
vice president for administration, said. 
“We don’t know where the renovation 
money will come from.” 

Eshleman and Helen M. Veres, vice 
president for administration, said the 
college hopes to convince local 
legislators to lobby for the funds. No 
final decisions are expected until the 
end of March. 

The college had planned to move 
student activities, now housed in the 
Student Union, and other offices, like 
the financial aid, health services and 
learning assistance program, into the 
basement of Titchener. 

The BCC Child Care Center, now 
housed in the Nimmonsburg United 
Methodist Church, would then move 
into the Student Union. The Child Care 
Center has received a $19,000 grant to 
help renovate the Union, according to 
Nancy Seliga, day care center director. 

Seliga said the BCC Board of 
Trustees agreed recently that the day 
care center should be moved to campus 
and agreed with a proposal by college 
President Donald W. Beattie that it 
should take over the union. 

Seliga said she was told that the move 
would be made by September, 1987, and 
has not been told otherwise. The center 
is caring for 65 to 70 children this 
semester. 

Gary Finch, director of the Faculty 
Student Association, which runs the 
child care program, said the FSA would 
look for another location if the program 
cannot move to the union. ‘‘We can’t 
work in inadequate space,” he said. 

The proposal to bring student ac- 
tivities, including the game tables into 
the basement of Titchener, had drawn 
criticism from some faculty who were 
concerned that the students would be 
too noisy. Most of the programs that 
had been housed in Titchener basement 
are being moved to the Applied Science 
and Technology Building or the 
Electrical Building.

Wesley Van Dunk has left his position 
as director of BCC’s Educational 
Opportunity Program (EOP) — to 
become an academic counselor at 
SUNY-Binghamton’s Transitional Year 
Program. 

As director of EOP, a position he held 
since 1979, Van Dunk managed a 
financial aid program for students from 
disadvantaged backgrounds, and 
provided counseling and academic 
advising. From 1973 to 1976 at BCC, Van 
Dunk also counseled disadvantaged 
students. 

He coached women’s basketball at 
BCC from 1979 to 1985 and has coached 
women’s softball since 1980. 

He said his new academic counseling 

position at SUNY-Binghamton is also 
targeted toward students from 
disadvantaged backgrounds, but will 
involve less work with financial aid and 
he may do some teaching of college 
study skills. 

“T know myself pretty well,” said 
Van Dunk, talking about his decision to 
leave BCC,” and I feel that right now I 
need a change.”

electricity that are necessary to 
operate the building. 

The main complaint of most people 
surveyed was the impersonal and 
sanitary look of the interior. 


“Tt is unique, I like it, but I do not like 
the cinder block walls or the color 
coordinating,” said Chris Glazier, a 
computer science freshman. 

Perhaps the most enthusiastic 
response came from David O’Selsnick, 
a criminal justice major. 


“Oh man! When I walked in and saw 
how big it was I flipped out! I mean this 
place is just so awesome I thought my 
mind was gonna like explode or 
something. I just couldn’t comprehend 
the enormity of it. I wish all my classes 
were in here. Whenever I get a chance I 
like to come here and just hang out and 
check the place out.” 


He said the much larger size of the 
program he’ll be working in would give 
him a “greater impact on a greater 
number of students,” ‘ 

He also said his new job was a ‘“‘more 
permanent position money wise,” and 
would provide more ‘‘stability for me 
and my family.” 

The change Van Dunk said was not 
particularly a financial or career move. 
“T felt the need for a change before 
experiencing professional burnout,” he 
said. “This job is taxing, but 
manageable. It’s time for new energy 
and I have an opportunity to work with 
more minority students at SUNY who 
have needs I feel I can address.” 

Looking back at his years at BCC, 


Van Dunk said that what gave him the 


most satisfaction as an  ac- 
complishment was ‘‘day to day contact 
with students...the counseling and 
general talking with students...(and 
developing) a sense of trust with 
them so that they would feel com- 
fortable coming to see me.” 

Asked about his greatest struggle or 
challenge at BCC, Van Dunk replied, 
“the lack of minority faculty and staff 
to serve as role models for students.’

Winter Blood drive set in 
new faculty cafeteria

~ BCC’s annual ‘‘Winter Blood Drive’”’ 
will take place Wednesday, Feb. 11, and 
Thursday, Feb. 12, from 10 a.m. to 2 
p.m. in the Student Center’s faculty 
cafeteria. 

This blood drive is one of three annual 
blood drives — winter, spring and fall -— 
sponsored by the Campus Ministry 
Club. Last year 358 pints of blood were 
donated during those three blood 
drives. Over the past five years the 
average number of pints donated is 
between 350 and 360 pints a year. 

During last year’s winter drive, 110 
pints of blood were donated and the 
Campus Ministry Club expects about 
be same amount to be donated this 

e. 

Edward Blaine, a Catholic lay 
minister working with the Campus 
Ministry Club, said this year’s blood 
drive is important because the local 
ep Bank supply is very low at this 

e. 


A donor pre-registration was 
scheduled for Monday. Feb. 9 and 


_ Tuesday, Feb. 10, 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. in 


the Student Center lobby. Pre- 
registration is not necessary to donate 
blood. Pre-registration is used to 
arouse interest, and help speed up the 
process of donating. - 


The donation process takes about 20 
minutes. The process involves: filling 
out a basic information form, an- 
swering a few health questions, having 
your blood pressure taken, and giving a 
small blood sample for testing. Then 
the actual donation of blood, which 
takes from 6 to 10 minutes. Once you 
have finished giving blood, you are 
requested to have one or two drinks, hot 
or cold, while resting for about five 
minutes. ; 

Blaine said there is no adverse effects 
from donating blood. Some people may 
complain of being lightheaded im- 
mediately after donating, but that goes 
away within the five minute rest period. 
Also, you shouldn’t lift anything heavy 
for the rest of the day with the arm used 
to donate blood. 

Blaine said, “If you have a good 
breakfast, and you’re feeling good the 
day you daonate, you shouldn’t have 
any problems.” 

Once you have donated blood there is 
an eight-week interval required before 
you can donate again; this allows your 
body the time needed to replace the iron 
that it has lost. 


BCC’s blood drives are spaced so that 
ple can donate at all three. The next 
saood drive is scheduled for April 15 and

“The fact that men rape women 
because they’re ‘cute’ is a myth,” said 
Thomas. ‘‘Rape is a crime of power, 
control and dominance. It’s a form of 
aggression expressed through sexual 


Several BCC women were asked 
about rape and sexual attitudes. 

Asked what happens when she says 
no to sex on a date, a 19-year-old fresh- 
man said, ‘“‘The guy is extremely in- 
sulted and lets me know about it by 
being very cold.” 

A 25-year-old senior said nothing 
happens. “I think you have to be strong 
in your convictions when standing up to 
someone. You’re less likely to be a 


victim. ; 
A17-year-old freshman said when she 
said “‘no” to her boyfriend, he became 
very angy and refused to speak to her. 
“He never became violent, but a few 
hours of silence can be lived with.” 
Two of the five women who answered 
questions said they have come close to 
becoming victims of an acquaintance 


fg ee said there are several things 


women can do to protect themselves.

She said some experts suggest forms of 
self-defense. She said one of the best 
forms of protection is prevention. 

She said using assertive behavior is 
very important. ‘‘Be firm and in- 
sistent. Rather than trying to insult the 
attacker, focus more on what you want 
to do and take the attention away from 
him,’’ said Thomas. 

She said not to break down and show 
weakness by crying, begging or 
pleading. Once that happens, she said, 
the woman has given the power to the 
attacker that he wanted. 

Thomas said a woman should use 
body language to show confidence and 
sureness of herself. If a woman appears 
weak, timid and insecure, Thomas said, 
she may be a potential victim because 
the attacker thinks he can dominate 
her. 

Thomas said there must also be good 
communication. She said a woman has 
a right to set sexual limits. If a woman 
says ‘no’ she means that and must 
make sure the man she is with un- 
derstands she is serious. 

Thomas said there are several things 
that could be done to change the at- 
titudes of men about women. 

She said it starts at a very young age 
and has to do with upbringing. Boys are 
taught to be the ones in control, to be 
aggressive and to take responsibility in 
relationships. Girls are brought up to be 


more passive and to let the boy be in 


control. 


Fulcrum continues in excellence through the years 


Editor’s Note: BCC is celebrating its 
40th anniversary this year. This is one 
in a series of articles that will appear 
this semester to mark the occasion.

The student newspaper you are 
reading has changed quite a bit since it 
first came off the presses in 1948, just as 
BCC has changed over the years. Both 
entities have grown and improved in 
the last four decades. z 

The Fulcrum was originally named 
Tech Talk because BCC was once, 
strictly a technical school called the 
New York State Institute of Applied 
Arts and Sciences. The first issue, 
volume one, number one, was printed 
on Feb. 11, 1948. 

That first issue of Tech Talk con- 
sisted of four pagss. The first two were 
news pages, the third was sports and 
the fourth was a features page. The 
paper mainly revolved around student 
activities type stories and was little 
more in format than a news letter. 
However, it did have some pictures and 
also ads from local businesses. 

The first editor was Bette Whitmore, 
and the first faculty adviser was Lloyd 
Hartman. The college was then at 227 
Washington St. in Binghamton. 

The only sport at the college then was

basketball, and the only basketball 
coach the college has ever and still has 
is Dick Baldwin. There was a biography 
of Baldwin in the sports pages of the 
first issue. There was also a story on 
possible nicknames for the basketball 
team. The ‘Blacknights” and the 
‘Tigers’? were mentioned as 
possibilities, the ‘‘Hornets”’ was not one 
of them. 

The first editorial introduced Tech 
Talk officially as the college’s student 
publication and explained its jour- 
nalistic intent and responsibilities to 
the students and administration. Since 
that issue, in whatever form, the paper 
has continued to be an independent 
news gathering body documenting life 
on campus. 

Tech Talk changed its name to The 
Fulcrum for the last issue-number 11,- 
of Volume XXI, which hit the campus 
on Thursday, April 16, 1970. The 
Fulcrum changed its name because the 
college had changed its name from 
Broome Technical College to Broome 
Community College. 

A fulcrum is, according to the dic- 
tionary, a point or support on which’a 
lever turns, or an agent through which 
vital powers are exercised. The latter is 
the application the Fulcrum chose. 

The editor of the first Fulcrum was 
Jeanne Marie Flynn, and the adviser 
was Keith Armentrout. The front page 
headline story was about Dick Baldwin 
clarifying to the student council his use 
as athletic director of the now defunct 
$11 student activity fee. His use of the 
moneys had come under scrutiny for 
supposed lack of fairness. 

The first Fulcrum was also a four- 
pager like the first paper, but both 
papers have had issues of more than 
four pages. And the paper was now 
clearly a news tabloid by both format 
and content. One Fulcrum in 1974 was 
even 24 pages. 

The first Fulcrum editorial was in 


support of the new abortion bill being - 


considered by Congress in 1970. 


Another one of the news stories was — 


that beer had just been approved by the 
college Board of Trustees to be con- 
sumed on campus during social events 
like dances. 

The music album being reviewed in 
that issue was a new one by the Rolling 
Stones called ‘‘Let It Bleed,” featuring 
songs like ‘“You Can’t Always Get What 
You Want.” The album received a good 
review. 

Since then, the Fulcrum has changed 
in format considerably. The Fulcrum 
has retained its tabloid size but has 
diversified to have seven distinct 
sections: news, entertainment, sports, 
editorials, briefs-calendar, opinions

free and not just for women

Rape victims often feel guilty, con- 
fused, even responsible for what has 
happened to them and they don’t know 
what to do or where to go for help. Help 
is available at the Rape and Abuse 
Crisis Center. 

The center, located on Chenango 
Street, offers sy ser and help for 
victims and their families, according to 
Joanne Thomas, youth outreach 
coordinator at the center. 

Thomas is a part-time staff member 
at the center and has been involved 
with the center for 3 years. 

Thomas said the center doesn’t 
charge for any of its services. 
ry hag is free and confidential, she 
sai 


The center has a 24-hour hotline that 
is also in service on weekends and 
holidays. 

Thomas said available counselors 
will go to hospitals and police stations 
upon request by a caller on the hotline. 

Thomas said when a victim is being 
questioned, it is usually by a male 
detective. She said the female victim 
may feel more at ease with another 
woman in the room. ; 
“If there are any court proceedings 
following the sexual assault, a coun- 


selor from the center will accompany 
the victim. 

The center is aware that males can 
also be victimized and make an effort to 
help them. According to. information 
provided by the center, younger males 
are sometimes forced into sexual ac- 
tivities by older males. 

The center serves all of Broome 
County, according to Thomas. 

Thomas said sometimes calls come in 
from different counties, but no one is 
turned down. She said if the center is 
unable to help the caller from a dif- 
ferent county, the people at the center 
make an effort to find someone who can 
help the caller. 


Thomas has spoken at many of the 
schools in the county about rape issues. 
The program is called the Youth 
Assault Prevention Program. Thomas 
said the main purpose is to help teens 
recognize their own vulnerability. Also, 
to make people aware of possible 


situations and what can be done to 


protect themselves and prevent a 
possible rape.

Hicks more than scorer; 
also a successful student

Wayne Hicks. Unless you are a BCC 
basketball fan the name doesn’t have 
any special significance, for he is a star 
player at a small junior college. 

If you are not a fan the only thing you 
might notice is that Hicks does not wear 
the standard high-top basketball 
sneakers during a game. He wears 
leather low-tops, the kind that referees 
usually wear during a game. If he 
played basketball at a major college, 
this fact probably would be played up. 
Playing at a small junior colleege, 
however, no one gives it more than a 
second glance. 

There is no arguing the results, 
however. Hicks, who averages 24-3 

. points per game, has been one of the 
steadiest players on the squad. He has 
been the Hornet’s leading scorer in 16 of 
the 23 games played, and has scored a 
total of 560 points. 

Hicks’ success should not surprise 
anyone, though. Originally from 
Springfield, Mass., home of the 
Basketball Hall of Fame, he was a 
member of Commerce High School’s 
varsity team for three years and helped 
bring two championships to the school. 

Hicks credits part of his success to a 
friendship he formed as a young boy in 
his home town. There, he met Endwell 
resident Bill Gregory, a basketball 
player from Sprinfield, Mass. 
University. 

“He took me under his wing and 
brought me back to Endwell where I 
played ball with him in his back yard, 
the YMCA summer leagues, and 
various basketball camps,” Hicks said. 
“Tt was because of his encouragement 
that I decided to come to BCC.” 

It has been a decision that, so far, he 
hasn’t regretted. “I’m glad that I had a 
chance to play for Coach (Dick Bald- 


win) because I think he’s a great coach” 


I’m also glad that I have a chance 
to become part of history by being on 
the team that breaks the record (most 
wins in a career for a college coach) for 
Coach Baldwin,” Hicks said, “I hope 
that he comes back next year.” 

Hicks is somewhat uncertain about 
his career plans, but he is certain about 
continuing his playing career. “I hope 
to come back to Broome next year and 
then get a scholarship to a small 
division one school the following year,” 
Hicks said. “I am open to all

south,” Hicks said talking about a 
possible transfer. 

As for choosing a career, he is leaning 
towards some sort of social work. “I 
like working with people as opposed to 
working with machines,”’ Hicks said. 

He is a Liberal Arts freshman and 
was named to the Dean’s list last 
semester, making him not only a fine 
basketball player but a good student as 
well. This example of a student-athlete 
is a pleasant surprise in the era of the 
athlete-student in college sports. 

If Hicks and his teammates continue 
to play the way they have been, there is 
a good chance that the Hornets will 
have a good showing in regionals. ‘I 
am looking forward to them (regionals) 
because if we play our game, we should 
do well,” Hicks said.

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Baldwin one step away 


Several players also close to the marks

Everyone is talking about Coach Dick 
Baldwin’s quest to become the all-time 
winningest basketball coach in college 
basketball history. At this writing, 
Baldwin needs just one more win to tei 
late Kentucky coach Adolph Rupp, and 
two to surpass the mark of 875 that 
Rupp set during his 40 year career. 

Not many people realize that there 
are other records that have been 
already broken, or are near to being 
broken by several players on Baldwin’s 


uad. 

Point guard Stan Martin, on Dec. 6, 
tied a school record for the number of 
assists in one game when he dished out 
18 of them. Two months later, on Feb. 6, 
Martin broke the record. He tied with 19 
assists in a 71-67 win against Canton 
Tech. The record was held by Joe 
Garrity during his 1969-71 career and by 
Gerald ‘‘Ice’’ Wright last year. 

In Broome’s next game, a 96-95 win 
against Jefferson Community College, 
Martin was credited with another 19 
assists trying the record he broke the 
night before. With Martin’s recent 
surge in the assists column, he is very 
close to breaking the mark of most 
assists in a season set by Gerald Wright 
with 285 last season. 

Another player close to breaking a 
record this season is Wayne Hicks, 
Martin’s backcourt partner. Hicks has 
560 points so far this season. He needs 
96 points to pass Frank Streety’s mark 
of 656 points scored in a season, during 
the 1961-62 campaign. 

Hicks would have to average 19.2 
points per game in the last five games 
to break the record, which is about five 
points below his scoring average 
through 23 games this year. 

In the last three games, however, 
captain Chris Jackson has virtually 
carried the team on his back. He has 
been the leading scorer in all three of 
them, which included a 38 point out- 
burst in a tightly contested match 
against Jefferson CC. The 38 points was 
the most scored by a Broome player 
this year. 

In the game, particularly the second 
half when he had four personal fouls, he 
was a major force. While playing with 
four personals, Jackson scored 23 

’ points. The fact that he played so well 
with four fouls is amazing because 
usually, a player plays tentatively with 
the fear of fouling out of the game. 
Jackson didn’t, though, and Broome 
won the game by a point. 

Wayne Hicks iced the game when he 
calmly put in two free throws with five 
seconds left in the contest. He finished 
the game a distant second in scoring 
with 28 points. 

Broome closes out the regular season 
with five straight home games. This
